Calves that have a history of non-responsive respiratory disease are donated to WSU. 
This allows veterinary students to perform clinical examines and necropsies to relate 
clinical signs to gross findings. These calves would be culled if they did not come to 
WSU. They are shipped to Pullman WA. It is known that normal calves/cattle 
experience stress in shipping. This is probable for these calves. 

• A complete explanation for withholding drugs for relieving pain and/or distress. For example, provide 
scientific justification that such drugs would adversely affect the test/study results, or cite all 
regulation(s) and/or Federal Agency policies that prohibit the use of these drugs. 

The following describes the process of minimizing the stress to the animals. Calves had 
been treated on the farm but were refractory to treatment. 

It is my general understanding that the following considerations be given to the 
procurement of cull dairy calves for the teaching of systems physical examination to 
junior veterinary students, (approximately 1 10 students in the class which is taught in 
divided sections) 

1 . These calves are procured for the teaching of general physical examination and 
specifically respiratory system physical examination. In order to teach the skills for 
detection of respiratory system dysfunction, it is necessary to procure a certain number of 
animals with abnormal respiratory sounds.

2. The farm of origin of the calves has historical and continuing problems with 
bronchopneumonia and other respiratory disorders in calves that they are raising as 
replacement heifers or as steers. Although medical, vaccination and other intervention 
have been utilized to lessen the degree of pneumonia/respiratory disease on the farm; 
there is still an incidence of this disease. 

3. Animals with pneumonia/respiratory disease are detected by farm personnel and 
treated appropriately in most cases with antibiotics, anti-inflammatory drugs and 
supportive care. However, there is a small percentage of calves that do not respond 
appropriately to therapy, either due inappropriate antibiotic selection, lack of early 
detection or innate reasons and are culled from the herd being deemed unsatisfactory for 
future dairy animals because of permanent lung damage. These animals become the 
source of our teaching animals. 

4. For a prescribed number of teaching laboratories held in the fall semester, animals are 
obtained from the farm and transported to Pullman in our clinics trailer and housed in 
veterinary teaching complex for use in these laboratories. They are generally procured 
in the days immediately proceeding the laboratories with the laboratories currently being 
taught on Monday and Tuesday afternoons in split sessions. 

5. The criteria for the selection of which calves to bring from the farm should be based 
on sound judgment. Only the ‘healthiest’ calves should be selected. Most of the calves 
available for use in the program are what might be termed ‘chronics’ or ‘lungers’. They 
have survived an acute pneumonia or other respiratory disease and now have residual 
damage to their respiratory system. In order to be considered for movement to Pullman 
they should be readily ambulatory, show minimal evidence of distress at rest and be 
eating and drinking in a normal fashion. Animals with obvious diarrhea will also be 
discounted as this could represent an enteric infectious disease. Animals that are 
minimally ambulatory, dehydrated, have diarrhea, obviously in distress, dull or markedly 
depressed will be rejected. Selection of animals to be included in each transport session 
will be made by the person driving the truck/trailer and personnel on farm. The person 
driving the truck/trailer is generally a veterinary student or one of our bam personnel who 
has been instmcted and trained in general and specific observations regarding these types 
of calves and their condition(s). 

6. To the best of our abilities, only the ‘best’ calves will be selected for the trip to 
Pullman. As mentioned above in #5 only calves meeting criteria of minimal obvious 
abnormalities will be included. After the calves are loaded into the VTH trailer, the 
driver will endeavor to proceed to Pullman and the animal facilities as fast as possible.

The trailer will be cleaned and bedded with straw in preparation for the trip and to 
provide animal comfort. Due to the relatively short nature of the trip (<3-4 hours) the 
truck/trailer may not stop. However, if a stop is made, the calves will be checked for 
their well-being. In the event that a calf is found to be in any severe state of stress as 
deemed by the trained personnel, then the calf will be euthanatized at that time. This will 
therefore, mean that the person transporting the calves will either be qualified to 
administer and handle a barbiturate or be knowledgeable in the use of the captured bolt 
method of euthanasia. It is envisioned that the need to euthanatize a calf enroute to 
Pullman would be a rare occurrence, as the calves would have been selected for viability 
prior to loading at the farm. 

7. Upon arrival at Pullman and the veterinary complex the calves will be unloaded and 
placed in stalls that have been prepared with bedding, water and feed. The area is 
maintained as an isolated area to minimize through traffic and lessen stress on the calves. 
Again, the trained transport personnel will assess the status of the calves. If it is their 
judgment that a particular calf or calves are in any undo distress (knowing that transport 
can in itself be stressful), then several approaches might be taken. The trained transport 
personnel could decide to euthanatize the animal. Preferably the transport personnel 
would contact the faculty in charge of the laboratory. In an out of hours situation, for 
example Saturday afternoon and the faculty are unavailable, the large animal house office 
(large animal intem/resident) on duty in the VTH will be contacted to assess the situation. 
Based on the individual situation either the calf will be euthanatized or the animal(s) will 
be isolated to another stall and appropriate therapy provided. Even though the animal 
appears stable and not requiring veterinary care by the trained transport personnel, a 
veterinarian will examine the shipped sick calves within two hours of arrival and LARC 
will be notified if an animal arrives dead or moribund requiring euthanasia. 

8. During days involving normal working hours and on weekends the calves will be 
observed and monitored either as prescribed in the laboratory manual by students, 
faculty, bam personnel, passer-by or veterinary technician in charge. Any animal in 
distress will be immediately called to the attention of the faculty/technician in charge and 
appropriate therapy or prescribed outcome will be undertaken. The calves will be 
utilized in the prescribed laboratories and euthanatized. Students that have examined the 
calves ante-mortem will be highly encouraged to examine the calves on the WADDL 
necropsy floor to correlate their clinical findings with the pathologic description. No 
calves will be sold or otherwise leave the WSU facilities. 
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9. Physical and pathologic finding associated with each calf, including WADDL finding 
will be tabulated and shared with the origin farm to hopefully benefit future farm 
operations and animals.

Tape recordings of normal and abnormal heart sounds are 
available for the dog and cat although the fidelity of the recordings commercially available is poor. Taped 
recordings can assist in teaching and learning but cannot replace examinations made on live animals that 
may or may not have abnormality. There are also species differences. The techniques and findings from 
other examination techniques such as palpation, percussion, and ballotment require live animals.
